tion of som e 17,000 acres of land. 
T he land em braced in th is project is 
subject to en try in tra c ts of forty and 
eighty acres, th e sm aller parcels lying 
near the to w nsites already laid out. 
I In addition to th e "farm u n it,” th ere 
i i a grazing a rea back of the irrigated 
land, subject to en try under the hom e­ 
stead law.of w hich each cn trv m an m ay 
take up a tra c t sufficient to bring his 
en tire claim up to 160 acres. 
T he price to be paid for th ese lands 
h as been fixed a t $30 per acre, th e cost 
of the con stitu tio n of the w orks, and 
a charge of 50 cen ts per annum per 
acre will be charged for 
the w ater 
privileges and m ain ten an ce of th e pro­ 
ject. The original ch arg e for co n stru c­ 
tion is to be paid in ten annual in stall­ 
m ents of $3 |»er acre each.
